so that the electors in city and county 
are on an equal footing. No chan 
is made in Nova Scotia. The alleged 
purpose. of the bill is to undo as far as 
possible an injustice perpetuated upon 
the two prisciple provinces by the 
conservative government years ago, 
whereby bodies of voters of certain 
well defined political proclivities were 
ior electoral purposes thrown to- 
gether or separated as would best 
suit the then ruling party, without 
regard to municipal boundaries or the 
convepience of the people. No doubt 
in the work of undoing the injustice 
of their predecessors, the liberal gov- 
ernment will pay some regard to their 
own interests. At the same time 
they have made an appearance of 
fairness that was conspicuously lack- 
ing in the former measure. In On- 
tario they take the boundaries of the 
counties and cities as the basis of the 
boundaries of the electoral districts. 
Where the present districts conform 
to those boundaries there is no change. 
Where the city or county is entitled 
to more than one member by reason 
of population the duty of cutting it 
up into ridings. is placed in the hands 
of a commission of judges. In Que- 
bee the changes are only such as are 
necessary to place the constituencies 
as they were before the gerrymander 
by the late government. On the 
whole the proposition seems to be 
eminently fair; but the opposition 
can only be expected to make the 
strongest attempts to hold on to the 
unfair advantages which they now 
enjoy. Their main contention so far 
is that counties known to be liberal 
are given larger representation in 
proportion to population than cities 
known to be conservative. On the 
other hand the government contends 
that the principle that a rural popula- 
tion is entitled to greater representa- 
tion than a city population has always 


been conceded. 


There is the danger in any attempt 
to redistribute the representation 
with” regard to the political proclivi- 
ties of the people affected that the 
measure will react on those who 
framed it. People may be very fixed 
in their political preferences, but to 
have vhe. idea that they are not open 
to argument embodied in an act of 
parlisment is always objectionable, 
and may be resented. There is no 
doubt that for this reason the liberals 
did not lose by the gerrymander act 
of the conservatives as much as they 
expected, and possibly for the same 
reason they will not gain by the 
present act as much as they hope. It 
is thought by many that they could 
very well have waited until the next 
census would have made a redistri- 
bution absolutely necessary and have 
made- a fair redistribution absolutely 
possible. The west would then come 
in for the increased representation to 
which by population it 1s entitled. 
The delay over the redistribution of 
this session will have to be repeated 
when the redistribution en the basis 
of the census comes to be made. 

The report of R. C. Clute, Q. C., 
special commissioner appointed to 
enquire into the causes of the deaths 
of .Fraser and Macdonald, two work- 
men on the Crow’s Nest pass railway 
who died of diphtheria and pneumonia 
at Pincher Creek in January of 1898, 
has been laid on the table. The 
report substantiates in every particu- 
lar all that was alleged against the 
management of the Crow’s Nest rail- 
way regarding treatment of employees, 
both in general and in particular. It 
suggests that in future the govern- 
ment should appoint an engineer and 
a medical officer on such large works 
to protect against like abuses in 
future. The report is a very good 
report, but it is a year and a balf 
behind time. All these facts would 
have been brought out at the time the 
crime occurred, when the ends of 
justice could have been served, 
had the department of justice not 
made itself a means of shielding the 
culprits. Now although everything 
allegéd has been proven it is too late 
to secure substantial justice in the 
matter. 

The house adjourned last night 
until Thursday next. The Queen’s 
birthday occurs on Wednesday 
next, and Ontario and Quebec mem- 
bers who generally go home on Friday 
nights and come back on Monday did 
not want to come back until after the 
holiday. The fact that the jockey 
club races are on at Toronto during 
Monday, Tuesday and Wednesday 
may have had something to do with 
the desire of many to be “at home,” 
on the 24th. It is safe to say that a 
majority of the members—constitut-

Having just completed a tour of in- 
spection of the Edmonton district, as a 
representative of a number of people in 


to the Canadian west, I wish to here- 
by express my thorough satisfaction 
with all that I have seen. A district 
such as this is a great and pleasant sur- 
prise to the land seeker af.er travelling 
over the uninviting wastes that lie 
along the main Jine of the C. P. R. for 
so many miles. I have endeavored to 
spend my time while here in gleaning 
all possible information about the 
country, its prospects and resources. 
I have driven through the surrounding 
settlements to see and hear for my- 
self, and I must say that all I have 
seen and heard has served to impress 
me more in the cuuntry’s favor. As a 
slight mark of my faith I havepurchas- 
ed a quarter section not far from Fort 
Saskatchewan; and though rather old 
myself to change my home, I can truly 
say that were I a voung man, anxious 
to make money I would move here and 
take up land, for I believe the oppor- 
tunities it offers to young men are un- 
surpassed. In my town (Rochester, 
Minnesota) there are $300,000 on de- 
posit in the three banks, and of this 
amouut it is estimated that $250,000 
belongs to the farmers of the district ; 
and these farmers have to sell their 
beef for $3.5C a hundred, their pork 
at $2.75 aud their potatoes at 20 cents 
a bushel. Here I see beef and pork 
are $4 a hundred and potatoes 80 cents 
a bushel. If the farmers of Minnesota 
can save money at the priees there, 
what should the farmers of Alberta be 
able to do with those prices increased, 
and living expenses as cheap if not 
cueaper ?

The scrip com- 
missioners take the scrip along and will 
issue it at once. Scrip will be paid at 
Edmenton when the commissioners return 
in the fall, probably about the last of 
October. Payment at other points in the 
Territories will also be made in the fall.

These 
delegates were surprised to see such a 
large farming settlement north-east 
and west of Edmonton and tosee the 
prosperity of the farmers. They con- 
sidered that the town of Edmonton 
was bound to become a large and im- 
portant mercantile centre in the very 
near future. 

The Galicians who arrived on the 
93rd numbered in all 539 souls, in- 
stead of 478 as reported. They hada 
total capital of $14,511.00. A large 
number of these people served in the 
Austrian army. They are more in- 
telligent than some of their country- 
men who preceded them, and can also 
speak the German language. ll 
appeared in good health upon their 
arrival, with the exception of two 
small childsen, about one year old 
each. One of these died the following 
morning, the other is recovering.
